| Just outside the station I looked up and saw 
the medieval walls of Avignon's historic city 
centre. It was 2 JO* in the afternoon and I 
was just in time for a late lunch! My ticket 
cost £65.80, and ! gave the journey 8/10 for 
comfort and 9/10 for convenience. 

I only had to wait twenty minutes for my 
luggage. Then I walked outside into bright 
sunshine and waited for the bus to Avignon, 
about 40 kilometres away. I didn't have to 
wait long and the bus took 45 minutes. It was 
only 1 1.00* and I had the whole day in front 
of me. My ticket cost £63, and I gave the journey
